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ASI looks at schedule options

Alternatives to a controversial 
class schedule change from a Mon- 
day-Wednesday to a Monday- 
Wednesday-Friday format top the 
agenda of the Associated Students, 
Inc. board meeting today at 1:30 p.m. 
in the University Union’s Foothill 
Suite. 

The meeting comes after a special 
session held Oct. 17 where ASI of- 
ficials said they have a “Plan B” if 


Sacramento State President Donald 


Gerth ignores the recommendations 
of an ASI task force charged with 
providing alternatives to his man- 
date for a three-day class schedule be- 
ginning next fall. 

“Tf we realize we were blatantly 
neglected, there is a Plan B,” said 
ASI Chief of Staff Kevin Greene. 

Greene’s comment came in re- 
sponse to questions about Gerth’s 
offer to consider ASI alternatives to 
a plan eliminating 75-minute classes 
on Mondays and Wednesdays be- 


tween 9 a.m. and 1:50 p.m. 

The plan mandates that all three- 
unit classes held during those 
“prime time” hours meet Monday, 
Wednesday and Friday, 50 minutes 
per session. 

Students voiced concern over 
whether Gerth reached out to ASI to 
placate students who complained 
about their lack of input in the matter. 

“T think he made up his mind a 
long time ago,” said one student. 
“This is a done deal.” 

Others asked whether ASI has 


enough time to complete the task. 
The task force had until Wednesday 
at 5 p.m. to forward its ideas to Gerth, 
a deadline he set during an im- 
promptu meeting with ASI 12 days 
ago. | 
According to Vice President of 
Student Affairs Shirley Uplinger, 
Gerthextended the deadline until Fn- 
day to allow ASI more time to digest 
their research and may even post- 
pone the decision further, at the re- 
quest of ASI President Artemio Pi-

More than 20 students gathered in 
front of Sacramento State President 
Donald Gerth’s office Oct. 17 to 
protest his class schedule proposal 
that would convert many Monday-

schedule. 

The students held signs and sat 
outside Gerth’s office, protesting the 
way in which he changed the schedule. 


‘What he did was go through the 
motions,” said sophomore pics 
Gardner. 

Gardner said she felt Gerth’s 
meeting with Associated Students, 
Inc. members at his house in Sep- 
tember did not give the students 
enough of a chance to hear about the 
proposal. 

“He did it to cover his bases,” 
said Alicia Romero, a sophomore 
triple-majoring in psychology, com- 
munication studies and English. “It 


was a sugar-coated way of doing it.” 

The students were protesting the 
class schedule change that would 
convert 75-minute Monday-Wednes- 
day classes between 9 a.m. and 2 
p.m. to 50-minute classes held Mon- 
days, Wednesdays and Fridays. 

“What we’re worried about is if 
we allow him to pull the wool over 
our eyes, what will he do next?” 
Gardner said.

Tests show white 
substance not a 
danger to students

More than a week after the discovery 
of a suspicious substance resulted in the 
evacuation of the building, Santa Clara Hall 
re-opened its doors Thursday. 

The building was shut down Oct. 10 af- 
ter a worker in the building discovered an 
envelope containing a white, powdery sub- 
stance, a $5 bill and a note with the message 
“Sleepers will awaken,” according to Sacra- 
mento Police Officer Dennis Biederman. 

Initial tests conducted by the Sacramento 
County Health Department showed the sub- 
stance was not anthrax, the potentially dead- 
ly bacteria receiving international attention 
after being mailed to prominent figures and 
businesses around the world. The common 
method of delivery for the anthrax has been 
a white powder included in mailed letters. 

Subsequent test results released Thurs- 
day showed that the substance was not a bio- 
hazardous material, said Frank Whitlatch of 


the Sacramento State Public Affairs Office. 

“They’re sure it’s not a biohazard,” Whit- 
latch said. ““We know it’s not anthrax, and 
it’s not a plague.” 

It is still not known what the substance 
was, Whitlatch said. 

The incident is still under investigation, 
said Campus Police Public Information Of- 
ficer John Hamrick. It could have been a 
prank, or just left accidentally, but there’s no 
way to tell at this point. 

“Tt’s hard to say,’ Hamrick said. “It’s 
too early to tell.” 

Combined with the current anthrax scare, 
the incident has campus police and others in 
the University acting with more caution, 
Hamrick said. 

“‘We’re on an extra level of awareness 
right now,” he said. 

Some students said having the scare oc- 
cur so close to home made them more cau- 
tious and aware of what’s happening in the 
rest of the country. 

Senior Kristen Spillers said she walked 
by the building just after it closed and im- 
mediately connected it to the anthrax inci- 
dents that, at the time, were just beginning 
to surface. 

“T just kind of walked by, and waited to

Sacramento State President Donald Gerth 
addressed some Faculty Senate members’ con- 
cers Thursday regarding his recent actions with 
the Office of Vice President of Academic Affairs, 
but steered away from saying why Bemice Bass 
de Martinez no longer holds the position. 

Senate members Sylvia Navari and Juanita 
Barrena drafted a resolution for the Oct. 8 meet- 
ing asking Gerth to explain why Bass de Mar- 
tinez, who held the position of vice president of 
Academic Affairs and provost until a few weeks 
ago, was “placed on administrative leave in such 
an unusual, abrupt and disruptive manner.” The 
resolution also asked why the University’s ad- 
ministrative order of succession had been 
changed from one in which Bass de Martinez’s 
former office was first in line to succeed the 
president to a “seniority by years” system. 

Though Gerth explained the order of suc- 
cession, saying the person who would current- 
ly serve in his absence is Vice President and 
Chief of Staff Elizabeth Moulds; he declined to 
comment on Bass de Martinez, saying he is un- 
able to discuss personnel issues. 

“T do not discuss personnel issues, and I as- 
sume if I did I’d be fired,” Gerth said. 

Gerth also responded to a report printed in 
The State Hornet Oct. 17 that noted contradic- 
tions in comments made by Gerth and Bass de

teacher speaks at Sac State

A former Sacramento-area teacher 
who made national headlines after un- 
dergoing a sex-change operation spoke 
to a group of Sacramento State stu- 
dents Thursday about the importance 
of following one’s dreams. 

Dana Rivers, who in 1999 lost her 
job as a teacher at Center High School 
in Antelope after informing the school 
board she would be receiving the op- 


eration, appeared before a group of ap- © 


proximately 150 students in the Uni- 
versity Union. 

She spoke about her confused child- 
hood, the events which led to her los- 
ing her job and how her experiences 
have made her stronger. 

“My story is: Live the life that you 
want and be who you are and live it to 
the fullest,” Rivers said. “If you do 
anything after you leave here today, 
don’t let anyone be discriminated 
against.” 

Rivers, who was named David 
Warfield before becoming a woman, 
said she played house and other tradi- 
tionally female games as a child, and 
was confused by other people’s insis- 
tence that she act more like a boy. 

“T was treated different,” Rivers said. 
“Growing up, people singled me out.” 

Though she outwardly lived life as 
a man, eventually becoming a suc- 
cessful high school teacher, inside she 
felt like she was someone else. This

She 
was also listed in People Magazine as 
one of its Most Intriguing Individuals. 

Rivers believes that without the 


support of her family, friends, students | 


and people of the community she 
wouldn’t be here today. 

“When I was 33 years old, I found 
an amazing women named Jane. She 
helped me understand who I was and 
to accept who Dana was,” Rivers said. 

Rivers has moved on with her life 
and career. This year she was offered a 
job in the ee oe teacher, 
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students in the University Union last Thursday. 
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and there are also plans to make a 
movie about her life. 

She said she doesn’t miss anything 
about being a man, because she’s now 
doing everything she wants to do. Her 
advice to students in the same situation 
she was in is to not live life being 
afraid. 

Though she no longer teaches in 
the Sacramento area, she said she will 
always remember the area as the place 
where her life truly began. 

“Sacramento is ground zero for 
me,” Rivers said. “This is where my 
life change began.”

Associated Students, Inc. Presi- 
dent Artemio Pimentel spoke to the 
Faculty Senate Thursday in support 
of a resolution requesting stricter en- 
forcement of smoking policies on 
the Sacramento State campus. 

The resolution, which was passed 
by the ASI Board of Directors Sept. 
26, states that many students on cam- 
pus are uncomfortable around ciga- 
rette smoke, and asks administration 
to enforce regulations already in place 
regarding use of tobacco at the Uni- 
versity. Faculty Senate will vote on 
the issue Nov. 8. 

“We can see by where ashtrays 
are placed on campus that the policy 
is not being enforced,” Pimentel said. 
“Ashtrays are placed right next to 
the doors, instead of 15 feet away 
where they are supposed to be.”

A resolution proposing implemen- 
tation of an independent housing plan 
to ease the crunch facing Sacramento 
State students will be discussed at to- 
day’s Associated Students, Inc. board 
meeting. 

California State Student Associa- 
tion Representative Brandon Kline au- 
thored the resolution to assist the Sac 
State community with the current hous- 
ing crunch. The resolution may work in 
conjunction with State Assembly Bill 
1611, which would help establish funds 


for non-profit organizations such as | 


ASI to build housing. 
““We’re trying to get apartments, or 
any other kind of off campus hous- 


ing,” Kline said. “Our ideal plan is to 


own low-cost apartment style hous- 
ing. This resolution establishes the 


Faculty Senate takes on ASI 
smoke-free campus resolution 


Faculty Senate Chair Bob Buck- 
ley commented that the current Uni- 
versity smoking policy is similar to 
California state smoking laws. In 
1993, California State University Ex- 
ecutive Order 599 prohibited smok- 
ing in all buildings and leased spaces 
throughout the system. 

The resolution supported by ASI 
states that approximately 60 percent 
of respondents to a study done by 
the Sociology Department said they 
were concerned about walking 
through smoke on campus, and ap- 
‘proximately one-fourth said they had 
an allergy or sensitivity to smoke. It 
goes on to recommend stricter en- 
forcement of rules and asks the ad- 
ministration to consider the possibil- 
ity of eventually eliminating smoking 
on campus. 

“T think the resolution is pretty 
logical. We have presented facts that 
are concrete ... This resolution basi- 


mandate for ASI to start looking for 
potential land.

Kline said the project would specif- 
ically be an ASI project, and would 
have no affiliation with the campus’ 
Housing and Residential Life program. 

“It’s important for this to pass be- 
cause it gives ASI the opportunity to 
help the housing problem that we are 
facing and will face in the years to 
come,” said ASI President Artemio Pi- 
mentel. “If we don’t do something 
about this, we will be faced with a se- 
rious housing problem in years to 
come.” }

potential housing developments, Kline 
said. 

“Hopefully, everything will be 
planned in a year, so we can get start- 
ed,”’ Kline said. “I would also like to see 






cally asks the CSU system to research

Should Faculty Senate members 
approve the resolution, it would then 
be in the hands of Sac State President 
Donald Gerth, who may choose to 
hold off before making any decisions, 
Hurley said. 

“Tf this passes with Faculty Sen- 
ate, I don’t believe President Gerth 
will act on it immediately.”’ Hurley 
said.

“We are looking forward to estab- 
lishing affordable housing for students 
and making it as accessible as possible 
for students.

In addition to ASI housing plans, 
Housing and Residential Life has also 
been working on plans to undergo 
apartment style housing. 

“We did an assesment last year. If all 
goes as planned, we hope to have apart- 
ment style, housing where the tempo- 
rary buildings are located.” said Di- 
rector Cynthia Cockrill. “We would 
like to have this done by 2005.”

Martinez regarding her leave of ab- 
sence. In a memorandum from the 
President’s Office released Oct. 8, 
Gerth said Bass de Martinez was tak- 
ing a one-year leave of absence “‘at her 
request,” but Bass de Martinez said 
she had no plans to leave the Univer- 
sity before early October. 

“I am confused by reports in The 
Hornet,” Gerth said. “T think the re- 
porter was confused.” 

Gerth declined to comment further 


- on what he found confusing in the ar- 


ticle. 


The resolution initially asked that 
Gerth answer specific questions re- 
garding Bass de Martinez’s departure, 
but senate members voted down that 
motion, concluding it was an en- 
croachment on a managerial decision. 

“T don’t like the tone of the resolu- 
tion,” said senate member Ted Lasch- 
er. “The Senate is stepping over the 
line.” 

During her leave of absence, Bass 
de Martinez will continue to earn her 
$13,000 monthly salary while working 
with a University-funded program in 


West Africa. She said she would work — 


with the program from Sacramento, 


though she may travel to the country in 
the future. 

Bass de Martinez will be able to 
return to the University as a tenure- 
track faculty member once the leave of 
absence is completed, but her admin- 
istrative positions could be filled by 
that time. Both she and Gerth declined 
to say what would happen with the po- 
sitions. | 

Ric Brown will replace Bass de 
Martinez for the remainder of the se- 
mester, holding the title of Associate 
Vice President for Academic Affairs 
in Charge, according to the memoran- 
dum issued by. Gerth.

hear what happened,” Spillers said. 
Senior Jennifer Stuto said the threat 

seemed further away when it was hap- 

pening on the East Coast, but the inci- 

dent at Santa Clara Hall, however be- 

nign, made her think about it more. 


“The closer it gets, the closer it . 


seems,” Stuto said. “The chances that 
it could happen to me or (anyone else) 
increased ten-fold.” 7 
Stuto said the idea that something 
like anthrax could reach the Sac State 


campus is not as far off as she once 
thought. 

“T don’t want it to be true, but it 
very well could (reach Sac State),” 
Stuto said. “Anything can really happen 
at this point.” 

A contractor found the envelope 
while working on renovations on San- 
ta Clara Hall. The building was quick- 
ly evacuated, and response teams from 
Sacramento Fire Department and the 
Sacramento Police Department closed 


off the area soon after. 


Students attend ASI 
meeting after protest

The organizers of the sit-in en- 
couraged fellow students to attend the 
ASI board meeting later that afternoon. 
A record number of students turned 
out to the meeting, due in part to the 
fact that many of them went directly 
from Gerth’s office to the meeting. 


“We want (Gerth) to understand 
that the students are not OK with it,” 
Gardner said. 

The students were very critical of 
the administration. 

“Tf I ever turn into an administrator, 
take me out behind the barn and shoot 
me,” Gardner said. “Seriously, if I ever 
forget where I came from, shoot me.” 


The contractor who was exposed 
to the substance was stripped down 
and scrubbed as a precautionary mea- 
sure, said Captain David Whitt, public in- 
formation officer for the fire department. 

Most of Santa Clara Hall was re- 
opened the following moming, but the 
section where the powder and note 
were found remained closed until the 
test results came through. 

Hamrick said there is no way of 
knowing when the investigation will be 
completed.

Greene, who heads the task force, 
did not specify what “Plan B” is, but 
the comment came minutes after a stu- 
dent-led sit-in protest at Gerth’s Sacra- 
mento Hall offices. More than 20 stu- 
dents gathered to protest student 
exclusion from his decision to eliminate 
the four-day prime-time class sched- 
ule beginning fall 2002. 

“We all know what I’m talking 
about,” Greene said in reference to 
“Plan B.”” 

ASI first considered organizing a 
demonstration after Gerth told Pimentel 
nearly two weeks ago that he would not 
reconsider or postpone the schedule 
change, even though no formal stu- 
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dent input was part of his decision. 
And that decision was the reason 
more than 120 students and a handful 


of faculty members filled Foothill Suite 


for the special session to see ASI ap- 
prove legislation charging a student- 
led task force. 

The task force was commissioned 
to perform research, conduct a student 
survey and organize a town hall meet- 
ing before ASI submits alternatives or 
requests another postponement. 

Students asked if there was time 
for Gerth to reverse his decision, but 
Sac State’s Vice President of Academic 
Affairs Paul Noble said delay would 
hurt incoming students next year. 

“Delay is a possibility,” Noble said, 
“but we may have a couple of thousand 
students who won’t thank us when 


at 
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they can’t get classes next year.” 

Other students questioned whether 
ASI’s last-ditch efforts would even 
make a difference in Gerth’s decision. 

“T can’t say, but I think (Gerth) has 
to at least take good ideas into consid- 
eration,” Greene said. 

Journalism Professor Michael 
Fitzgerald suggested that ASI petition 
Gerth to postpone any decision. 

“You guys have been given an im- 
possible task to complete in such a 
short time,” Fitzgerald said. “One al- 
ternative is that you ask for President 
Gerth to delay his decision for a year to 
allow time for a complete study.” 

But Noble said the flexible sched- 
ule, begun in 1996 when campus en- 
rollment was down, is out of step with 
the swelling student population and 
limited facilities of recent years. 

Fitzgerald also questioned whether 
a presidential mandate is appropriate, 
given the role of deans in the schedul- 
ing process. 

“‘My dean has the power to sched- 
ule me for a 4 p.m. class. I wouldn’t 


— like it, but it could be done,” he said. 


But Noble said the deans have 
failed to efficiently use campus class 
space, necessitating Gerth’s move. 

“Six years ago, flexible scheduling 
was allowed on this campus. The deans 
are not doing the job. Entry level class- 
es are especially overcrowded,” No- 
ble said. 

Some students agree with Gerth’s 
plan. 

“‘T see this as a way to increase stu- 
dent retention,” student Corey Martin 
said.

Answer: John Collentine, a beneficiary of the “60-Plus” program 
which allows the elderly to sit in on lectures. A retired lawyer and 
insurance agent, Collentine has dedicated his life to learning and 
making a difference. | 

“The quality of faculty we have here is outstanding,” he said. 
“Many people really don’t appreciate what we have here at Sac 
State.” 

Collentine sees our campus as it really is; a flexible, student- 
friendly environment designed to provide the community with new 
ideas. 

He is part of Solar Cookers Intemational, a Sacramento-based 
organization that promotes solar powered cooking as an altemative 
for energy deprived countries. 

“The people of the developing world are using up fuel faster 
than they are producing it,” Collentine said. 

He pointed out that much of the grains the Third World sur- 
vives on need to be cooked. Solar Cooking Intemational also en- 
dorses solar water purification. These are admirable causes to take 
on. Feeding poor countries would not be such an uphill battle with 
more citizens as alert as Collentine. The moral of his story is that 
students should not stop educating themselves or lose their con- 
sciousness of world issues. This is entirely possible if students in 
the 60-Plus program are any indication... 

... Students and faculty who tried to park in Lot 6 behind the 
University Union last Tuesday likely found themselves in the over- 
flow lot. One hundred spaces were blocked off for a California 
Faculty Association teach-in from 6 a.m. to about 1 p.m. that day. 
The move was ill-timed, considering the 250 spots that were 
blocked off near the Union just two days earlier for the con- 
struction of a new parking garage.

ASI should demand that the 
decision be postponed for at least a year. In the past week, ASI has worked dili- 
gently to provide student input to Gerth. More time is needed. New long-term fact- 
finding committees should be set up that are independent of the administration and 
involve students. Gerth failed to conduct adequate research for a fall 2002 sched- 
ule change; let him aim for 2003. 
The State Hornet believes that a University-wide policy canceling primetime

‘No excuses’ for women’s"

Sacramento State’s women’s soccer 
team returned home with a 4-0 road 
loss to the University of Montana Fri- 
day. 

The defeat brings the Hornets’ 
record down to 5-7-1 and 3-1 in the Big 
Sky Conference. Montana currently 
has a record of 5-6, 1-2 in the confer- 
ence. 

The Hornets were outshot by the 
Grizzlies, despite sophomore goal 
keeper Amy Seely’s 13 saves. 

Montana’s Erin Smith scored the 
first goal for the Grizzlies in the 30th 
minute of the game. Heather Olson 
scored in the 43rd minute, giving the 
Grizzlies a two-point lead at the half. 

Montana continued to dominate as 
Tammy Hartung scored in the 49th 
and Olson tallied her second goal of the 
game in the 76th minute of the match. 

The Hornets fought through cold, 
wet conditions but claimed there were 


“no excuses” for the loss. 

““We had a defensive breakdown,” 
said head coach Sandra Asimos. “We 
all had different energies going on the 
field.” 

The Homets plan to put Montana in 
the past and focus on their future 
games. Last season, the Grizzlies elim- 
inated the Hornets from the confer- 
ence semifinals, 5-0. 

There are only four games left in the 
2001 season, two of which are Big 
Sky matches. 

“This week, we are regrouping,” 
Asimos said. 

Sac State will be on the road again 
and will go up against Weber State 
University on Friday.

Men’s soccer sets team record with MPSF 
draws against Frenso State, San Jose State

Sacramento State men's soccer 
had a bittersweet weekend as they 


— tied both California State Universi- . 


ty, Fresno and San Jose State on the 
road, 1-1 and 0-0, respectively. 
The Hornet now hold the pro- 
gram record for most extra periods at 
seven, previously held by the 1992 
team with six. . 
Sunday's empty tie at San Jose, 7- 
5-1, proved to be a challenge for Sac 
State. The Hornets were outshot by 
the Spartans 10-5 in the first half. 
The Spartans were the 2000 
Mountain Pacific Sports Federation 
champion and held an 8-0 confer- 
ence record in the same season. 
The Hornets anticipated a tough 
game on the road and worked to pre- 
pare for their encounter with the 
reigning conference victor. 
“They had a better first half, but 


we regrouped at halftime,” Sac State 
head coach Michael Linenberger 
said. “We really played well and got 
a hold of the game.” 

The second half was a different 
story for the Hornets as they came 
back and almost matched the Spar- 
tan shot count, 9-10. Sac State has 
scored 11 of 14 goals this season in 
the second half. 

“The good thing is it means we 
are in every game,” Linenberger said. 
‘We’ re just missing that something.” 

The tie gave Sac State a 2-6-4 
record and 1-1-2 in the MPSF Con- 
ference. 

The tie still gave the Hornets one 
point in conference scoring. The past 
two meetings for the 2000 Sac State 
team resulted in two losses by a 
spread of three goals. 

“We felt we deserved a win and 
a tie at least,” Linenberger said. “But 
we prevented the other team from 
getting three points as well.” 


Fresno State was a different at- 
mosphere for the Hornets. Almost 
all of regulation dwindled down be- 
fore lighting the scoreboard. 

Sac State outshot Fresno 6-4 in 
the first half and 10-3 in the second 
half, but could not put the ball in the 
back of the net. 

"We dominated the majority of 
the game and we were very confident 
it was going to go for us," Linen- 
berger said. "It doesn't always work 


out that way." 


In the 82nd minute of play, Bull- 
dog Forrest Smith had an open at- - 
tempt on Sac State senior goalkeep- 
er Leo Marin, making the score 1-0. 

The Hornets struck back in the 


- 89th minute. The team’s leading goal 


scorer, Sean Luigs, converted on a 
breakaway past Fresno State goal- 
keeper Jeremy Proud to send the 
game into overtime. | 

Sac State senior Luigs now has a 
team-high of four goals. 


"Luigs is the guy we expect to 
carry the majority of the burden," 
Linenberger said. 

Sac State entered into yet anoth- 
er overtime period, but could not 
pull through for the win. 

"We could have put the game out 
of reach," Linenberger said. "We're 
just not scoring goals." 

The Hornets are now 1-6-1 
against Fresno State since the team 
became an NCAA Div. I team in 
1992. ) 

The only win was at Fresno State 
last year. 

Sac State now has four games 
left before the MPSF Tournament, 
three at home at Hornet Stadium. 

"We are excited going into the 
final stretch," Linenberger said. 

This week, they will encounter 
University of New Mexico on Friday 
at home and are back on the road at 
University of Nevada, Las Vegas, 
on Sunday.

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Hornets lose in OT

The Hornets have dropped their 
last four games, a streak which hasn’t 
been repeated since 1998, as the Eagles 
remain undefeated at 6-0 at Fred An- 
derson Field. 

The Hornets’ playoff hopes took a 
shot with their record now at 2-5 over- 
all (1-4 against Big Sky opponents). 

Sac State started off the game with 
Leadingham passing and fullback 
Kendall Riley rushing all over the field, 
as the two led the Hornets in taking a 
commanding 21-0 lead. 

Riley pounded the ball on the 
ground averaging, over five yards a 
carry with a total of 21 rushes for 113 
yards and two touchdowns. 

More impressively, the Hornet de- 
fense, led by defensive back Camron 
Mbewa with 14.5 tackles and a blocked 
punt that was returned for a touch- 
down, shut down the Eagles’ No. 1 
ranked Big Sky offense until midway 
through the second quarter.

The Hornets temporarily regained 
the momentum with Derard Barton, 
who finished with 66 yards, rushing

Chatman took over, adding to his at- | 


tack scoring on a 23-yard run and then 
from a yard out giving his team its first 
lead of the game. 

On forth and goal for the Hornets, 
Riley pounced the ball in from a yard 
out — the forth of five one yard touch- 
down runs from both teams — to send 
the game into overtime. 

In overtime, each team was given 
one drive that began on the opponent’s 
25-yard line, and Eastern Washington 
received the ball first. Maintaining their 
efficient ground attack, the Eagle drive 
was led by Chatman, who finished the 
drive with a one-yard touchdown run. 


The extra point was good, but the 
Hormets committed a penalty and were 
called for roughing the kicker. 

With the extra 15 yards tacked on 
against the Homets’ ensuing drive, Sac 
State was forced to start from the 40- 
yard line. The penalty evidently hurt the 
Hornets, as they failed to score on the 
fourth down.
